New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  June 
$3.8  billion  or  1.9  percent  to  S198.8 
percent  increase  in  May.  New 
capital  goods  contributed 
increases  in  both  months; 
orders  were  up  in  June  0.9 
percent  and  in  May  0.7  percent.  Durable  goods 
increased  3.6  percent,  revised  up  from  the  earlier 
reported  1.8  percent  increase  because  of  more  complete 
reporting. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  declined  SO.  1 
billion  in  June  to  S 194. 5  billion.  Shipments  reached  a 
high  in  December  1984  of  S196.2  billion,  declined  to  an 
average  of  $192.0  billion  in  January  and  February, 
increased  to  $194.3  billion  in  March  and  have  been 
relatively  flat  since  then. 

Unfilled  orders  increased  $4.3  billion  or  1.2 
percent  to  $359.4  billion,  the  largest  1  month  increase 
since  the  1.2  percent  increase  in  July  1984.  Most  of 
this  month's  increase  was  for  defense  capital  goods; 
without  defense,  there  was  a  0.2  percent  increase. 

The  book  value  of  inventories  increased  $1.1 
billion  or  0.4  percent  to  $286.0  billion  offsetting 
last  month's  decrease  of  0.4  percent.  Inventories  have 
been  relatively  flat  around  $286.0  billion  since 
October  1984.  The  inventory  to  shipments  ratio  in  June 
was  1.47,  up  from  1.46  in  May. 

SEW  ORDERS.  Within  the  durable  goods  industries 
transportation  equipment  was  up  $1.7  billion  or  6.5 
percent  to  $28.1  billion,  as  increases  in  aircraft  and 
shipbuilding  totalling  $2.8  billion  more  than  offset  a 
decline  in  automotive.  Electrical  machinery  orders 
were  up  $1.4  billion  or  9.4  percent  to  $16.4  billion, 
with  communication  equipment  up  22.7  percent. 
Nonelectrical  machinery  was  up  $0.5  billion  or  2.9 
percent  with  engines  and  turbines  increasing  55.8 
percent.  Reflecting  the  increases  in  transportation 
and  machinery,  capital  goods  in  total  were  up  $4.9 
billion  or  14.3  percent;  nondefense  increased  $2.7 
billion  or  10.6  percent  to  S28.3  billion,  while  defense 
increased  $2.2  billion  or  25.1  percent  to  S11.0 
billion. 

orders  for  nondurable  goods  had  a  slight 
increase  of  $0.1  billion  to  $92.1  billion.  Declines  in 
food  products,  petroleum  products  and  rubber  and 
plastics  were  offset  by  increases  in  chemicals, 
apparel,  paper  and  tobacco. 


SHIPMENTS.  Shipments  of  manufactured  durable  goods 
increased  slightly  in  June  to  $102.8  billion. 
Transportation  equipment  was  down  $0.7  billion  or  2.7 
percent  to  $24.5  billion;  a  large  decline  in  automotive 
was  partially  offset  by  an  increase  in  aircraft  and 
parts.  Electrical  machinery  was  up  $0.9  billion  or  6.2 
percent  to  $15.7  billion;  nonelectrical  declined  $0.2 
billion  or  0.9  percent  to  $17.9  billion.  Both  primary 
metals  and  fabricated  metals  had  small  declines. 

Nondurable  goods  shipments  were  down  $0.1  billion 
or  0.2  percent  to  $91.8  billion.  As  with  new  orders, 
declines  in  food  products,  petroleum  products  and 
rubber  and  plastics  were  offset  by  increases  in 
chemicals,  apparel,  paper  and  tobacco. 

UNFILLED  ORDERS.  Unfilled  orders  for  durable  goods 
increased  S3. 9  billion  or  1.1  percent  to  $349.1 
billion;  $3.6  billion  of  the  increase  was  in 
transportation  equipment  as  defense  and  nondefense 
aircraft  orders  were  up  in  total  $3.0  billion  or  2.6 
percent  to  $121.6  billion.  The  other  major  increase  in 
backlog  was  in  electrical  machinery,  up  $0.6  billion  or 
0.8  percent  to  $82.2  billion;  an  increase  in 
communication  equipment  of  $1.5  billion  or  2.7  percent 
to  $57.2  billion  was  partially  offset  by  declines  in 
all  of  the  other  electrical  machinery  categories. 

INVENTORIES.  Durable  goods  inventories  increased  $0.9 
billion  or  0.5  percent  to  $192.5  billion.  Over  half  of 
the  increase  was  in  the  aircraft  and  parts  industry; 
other  smaller  increases  were  scattered.  Nondurable 
goods  were  up  slightly  to  $93.5  billion;  an  increase  of 
$0.6  billion  or  2.9  percent  in  chemicals  was  mostly 
offset  by  declines  in  petroleum  and  tobacco  products. 

The  materials  and  supplies  and  work  in  process 
inventories  increased  0.6  percent  and  0.8  percent 
respectively  with  both  the  durable  goods  and  nondurable 
goods  contributing  to  the  increases.  The  finished 
goods  inventory  declined  by  0.3  percent  with  all  of  the 
decline  in  the  nondurable  industries.
